Now, the Maherajah, whose name 
is Sir Pratab Singh, is 74 years old 
(incidéntally, he is no relation of the 
famous Sir Pertal Singh, old friend 
of Lord Roberts and faithful ally of 
England), Sir Llratab bas always 
been nominally loyal to Britain, For 
instance, he took part in the Black 
mountain expedition, the Hunsa- 
Nagar operations and the Tirah cam- 
paign back in the nineties. 

Still he has ulways thought that 
bis loyalty to Britain was not ade- 
quately rewarded and he was, on his 
insistence, allowed to reassert his 
sovereignty over Gilgit, one of his 
present tributary states. And even 
with this concession, it was rumored 
about a score of years ago that he 
had designs upon the autonumy of the 
Akhoond vf Swat, made tamous in 
Atrican verse, designs that, however, 
never came to anything. 

Crown Bestowed. Not Inherited. 

Vhe Maharajah is getting a bit old 
now and his designs aren’t nearly as 
active nor as belligerent as they once 
were, So the British were inclined 
to feel satisfied. Until there arose 
quite recently a struggle in regard to 
his successor, 

In Jammu and Kashmir, the throne 
does not go from father to son, but 
is bestowed upon that members of 
the ruling house considered most wor- 
thy. Two nephews, cousins to each 
other, were rivals for the  sceptre 
thought. soon to fall from Sir Pratab 
Singh’s failing hands. 

One of these cousins was the mild 
and soft-eyed Hurri Singh. The Brit- 
ish found him friendly and it was 
reported in London that he would be 
the proper candidate to look after 
British interests without ever making 
‘trouble. At all costs, thought Brit- 
ish powers, Hurri must be the next 
maharajah—not his stern, warlike 
cousin, who was probably old Sir 
| Pratab’s favorite. The cousin, the 
| British heard, intrigued with the hol- 


sheviks. 
Hurri Declared Heir. 

| After much wire pulling and poli- 
| tics of all kinds, Hurri was declared 
‘heir by the maharajah. He was 
promptly married to the daughter of 
the rajah of a neighboring state, the 
pretty rajah of. Dhrampere. There 
was much rejoicing among the natives 
And as this 


e war. there was general 
throughout the victorious 


The heir was to have a treat. He 
was sent forth to see the world. His 
wife stayed at home. A huge sum of 
money, said to have totaled $4,000,- 
000, was provided to see that he had 
a good time. There must have been 
murmurs despite the genéral rejoicing 
at the time, because a special tax is 
said to have been imposed in Srina- 
gar, capital of Kashmir, to pay 
Hurris expenses. What roars these 
murmurs would have swelled into had 
the merchants of Srinagar known the 
ultimate destination of their contribu- 
| tions. 
Aide Not “Regular” Officer. 

The $4.000,000 figure probably 
‘isn’t too high, even though Hurri 
hadn't 300,000 pounds e¢ash in Lon- 
'don when he signed his famous checks. 
|'His aide-de-camp told that he had 
'600,000 pounds in India. And, it 
'must be remembered that the British 
| government looks after young poten- 
‘tates seeing the world for the first 
time, providing therm with guardians 
and mentors in the form of army of- 
'ficers ranking as aides-de-camp. 
| Probably there never was another 
|aide-de-camp like Captain Arthur, 
‘whom Hurri took to his bosom. It 
was carefully explained in court, 
'where this scoundrel’s name was care- 
‘fully guarded in orJer that his mas- 
ter’s might not be disclosed, that he 
was not a regular British arm# of- 
ficer.

The picture to be sent is photo- 
eraphed on an ordinary camera film. 
This is developed and the negative 
placed on a glass cylinder. Inside the 
evlinder is an incandescent lamp, the 
light from which is focused in a min- 
ute beam on to the film as the cylin- 
der is set in motion. As the light and 
dark portions of the picture are trans- 
versed by the lizht beam, the inten- 
sity of the ray is changed. After 
having passed through the film the 
beam strikes the sensitive element of 
a photo-electrival cell which trans- 
forms the light waves Into electrical 
impulses, or wares. Which can be 
transmitted by sadio in the same 
manner ae dots and dashes. 

Resistance Varies. 

The electrical resistance of — the 
photo-electric cell changes in accord- 
ance with the amount of light which 
falls upon it. The cell produces an 
infinite number of different electric 
current values which correspond with 
the light and dark spaces of the neza- 
tive. In ord:r to coyer the entire 
picture the evlinder is retated back 
and. forth until the beam has covered 
the entire surface. 

The electrical interpretation of the 
picture is transmitted as the cylinder 
bezins to rotate. At ‘the receiving 
end there is another eylinder rotated 
at the same speed as the sending cyl- 
inder. As the impulses are received 
they are transferred onto a paper 
mounted upon the receiving cylinder 
by a pen: point which is controlled 
by the impulses.

Washington, November. 30.—A 
uniqne ease involving the water level 
of the Great Lakes is scheduled to 
be argued before the United States 
supreme court this week. 

’ This case is the outcome of an at- 
tempt by the federal government to 
limit the amount of water taken from 


the Great Lakes for the Chicago 
drainage canal. ‘‘he government con- 
tends that the water level of the 


Great Lakes already has been lowered 
five and one-half inches anu that un- 


restricted ta )piag for the drainage 
canal would reduce the + ater-line 
still further, endangering navigation 


and affecting the loading and unload- 
ing of ships. 

‘The government represents 11 
states bordering on the Great Lakes 
exvept Illinois. 

Some time ago the federal district 
court in uorthern Illinois issued an 
injunction limiting the water to be 
diverted for the drainage canal to 
250,000 cubic feet per minute. Chi- 
cago drainage authorities argued that 
this is an insufficient supply to en- 
able the Jrainuge canal] function 
preperly. Any interference with the 
efficiency of the canal, it is con- 
tended, would menace the health of 
Chicago beeause the cana!® function 
is to draw off the sewage from 
Chicago and carry it to the Missis- 
sippi river. The case came up to

ROUTING VIA ATLANTA. 

It is reported that road informa- 
tion people located at points outside 
of Georgia are systematically, and 
apparently concertedly, routing 
motor travel bound south around 
Atlanta, stating, it is alleged, that 
roads into and out of Atlanta are in 
practically impassable conditions. 

This matter has been brought to 
the attention of the chamber of 
commerce, and Secretary Barker has 
written to the president of the At- 
lanta Motor club as follows: 

“The chamber of commerce is 
spending several thousand dollars 
erecting signs in about twenty-two 
central western and eastern cities. 
These signs are ten by sixty feet, 
showing Stone Mountain, with words, 
‘Go by Atlanta and see Stone Moun- 
tain.’ 

“Of course this, to some extent, off- 
sets the efforts of people to route 
tourists away from Atlanta, neverthe- 
less, this organization stands feady to 
assist the Atlanta Motor club in do- 
ing everything in our power to set 
aside this erroneous information as to 
roads leading to Atlanta, and I would 
be very glad to hear from you on the 
subject.”

America, philan- 
‘iropic, democratic, Christian, stood 
b.fore Japzn as a nation to be emu- 
lated and followed. The Washington 
conference had paved the way. This 
was followed by the efficient and un- 
selfish service rendered by the Ameri- 
can colony in Tokio, and by the won- 
derful respon 2 given by the Ameri- 
can people to their sister nation at 
the time when the greatest disaster 
i the world’s history visited Japan. 
At the same time, our American 
churches had been teaching, not only 
the Christian religion, but also had 
been ably presenting American idea!s 
and the American viewpoint to Japan.

HEMORRHOIDS. 

Cancer is one of the conditions 
which are too frequently mistaken for 
and maltreated as “piles.” In fact, 
experience has shown that about~ one- 
third of all case: purporting to be 
hemorrhoids (piles) are not at ail 
what they purport to be. Usually it. is 
thé sufferer’s own mistake: sometimes 
a physician is accessory, since sume 
physicians “are « m going and per- 
fectly willing to a.cept the patjent’s 
ready-made diagnosis without a_ pre. 
tense of examination. Nine cases out 
of 10 of so-called “itching piles” are 
not piles at all. It is not a health 
question but an individual medical 
problem to learn what the trouble is 
if not piles. The individual who us- 
sumcs that pain or other discomfort 
is du: to hemorrhoids and 


or “trying” the endless array cf 
“cures” is just a plain everyday fool, 
as h. learns eventually if he is not 
too deeply submerged in credulity. 
There are many quacks in the coun- 


‘try who pretend they can cure piles 


without surgery. These quacks  per- 
haps treat more cases of hemorrhoids 
and other conditions surgically ‘han. 
all of the reputable physicians or sur- 
geons do, such is the fondness of the 
public for being humbugged. The catch 
phrase “without the knife” pleases 
the simple goof who has run the gamut 
of self treatments and “guaranteed” 
remedies. As a matter of fact the or- 
dinary opcration for the radical cure 
of piles does not involve the use of a 
knife. 

A hemorrhoid (or pile) is a varicos- 
ity (varicose vein) of the hemorrhoid- 
al vein in the wall of the rectum. 

Once in a while varicose veins seen 
to undergo a spontaneous restoration 
to normal. But when this happens 
there is certainly no specific‘ remedy 
or treatment. which can be given the 
credit. No intelligent. person would 
claim to have a “cure” for varicose 
vein in any situation. Nobody really 
has a cure for piles. Surgery offers 
one only permanent relief—the de- 
struction or removal of the pile of 
piles, « 

Persons subject to “attacks” of 
hemorrhoids at intervals, with periods 
of comparative or perhaps complete 
comfort between the. attacks, some- 
times fall into the error of ascribing 
the interval comfort to “cure” by some 
nostrum or other, Their testimonials 


are. as ridiculous as the general. run 
of testimonials to the “curative” ¢f- 
fects of nostrums. The. recurrence cf 
the trouble is only a matter of time. 
The “cure” has a much to do with 
the interval of comfort as arch props 
have with the prevention of baldness. 

Why are piles? Why are varicosi- 
ties in any situation? Fundamentally, 
the hemorrhoidal plexus or network 
of veins seems ill adapted for bearing 


|the weight of the considerable. columa 


of blood which these veins, withont 
valves, have to support in the upright 
posture. The hemorrhoidal veins drain 
directly into thé portal veins (the re- 
gion of tlie liver) and neither have the 
portal veins any valves to help sup- 
port the blood column, so that ny 
congestion of the liver is likely to in- 
volve a similar state in the hemorrhoi- 
dal veins. This is the evolutionary 
cause of piles: in the horizontal pos- 
ture these veins required no valves 
and carried no load.

bone Turati, leader of the intran- 

geant socialist, was unanimously chg- 
snd chairman of the conference. In 
his address Turati made mention of 
the death of the Socialist Deputy Mat- 
teotti, who is alleged to have been 
killed last June by fascists, and. de- 
clared that in consequence of his sac- 
rifice Matteotti would always be a part 
of ‘‘civil history of Italy.”’ The speak- 
ef rejected any amnesty which the 
government might be disposed to con- 
cede to the opposition “‘as a means of 
placing a stone on the past.” He 
then read a list of numerous associa- 
tions and the names of persons ad- 
hering to the anti-facist cause, 

Signor Turati introduced several 
other. prominent men who delivered 
addresses. Among them was Giovan- 
ni Amendola, former minister of war, 
who presented the national union. 

All the speeches were couched in bit- 
ter terms. Signor Amenola remark- 
ed that at this conference patriotism 
and liberty has been reborn: that it 
was the will of the Italian people te 
reconquer their inalienable rights anil 
discuss their own destiny. After two 
vears of fascist oppression, the speak- 
er added, the country bowed in mein- 
ory of Matteotti, “‘whose blood has 
baptized the battle of opposition.” 

The other speakers were strong in 
their criticism of existing conditions in

be considered a safe margin ‘of 
resistance is left to take care of 
the emotional moments.

At Inauguration 


Mexico City, November 30.— 
Mexico marveled at the peaceful 
inauguration of a president Sun- 
day. It was a queer sight for 
Mexicans, this business of a presi- 
dent legally and peaceably handing 
over his great office to his succes- 
sor. It is just 44 years since such 
an event occurred in Mexico. 

In 1880 Manuel Gonzales was 
succeeded by Porfirio Diaz in the 
proper constitutional manner. 
Since then Mexican presidents 
have been elected with bullets. 
For the first time in many years, 
Mexico is to have a “former presi- 
dent.” Lleretofore, most of them 
have been properly referred to as 
ihe “late president.” When a 
new president took office it meant 
that he took it literally, and that 
his predecessor either was dead 
or had outrun bullet across a 
handy frontier.
